It 
is the general opinion in diplomatic 
circles here that Japan, should the 
Russian reply -be delayed beyond a 
few days, .will folkry?_with an ultima^ 
turn fixing a tiifie for a reply. Japan- 
ese occupation of Korea, it is thought., 
will occur if Russia shall prove stub- 
born.

The future course of the Japanese

rival leaders are not preparing to fly 
at one another's threat, and cause con- 
tests in which President Roosevelt's 
prospects 
become 
entangled. 
Not 


alone in Jfew York is there strife of a 
.serious kind, and it is not confined to 
any one section of the country. 


Indiana is one of the states where 


the leaders are disputing. 
Governor 


Durbin is going out of office on Janu- 
ary 1, and he is iu favor of the nomina- 
tion of Senator Haniia, if he becomes 
a candidate for President. The Gov- 
ernor was engaged industriously in 
booming Senator Fairbanks for the 
vice presidency not long ago in the 
hope, it is said, of becoming a 'candid- 
ate for Mr. Fairbank's seat in the Sen- 
tite. Governor Durbin, is not now talk- 
ing Hanna, and it is suspected he de- 
s;ires the nomination for vice president 
himself. 


Trouble in Indiana is not confined to 


the presidency and vice" presidency. 
There is a sharp contest for the gov- 
ernorship. Thus far there are in tne 
field four candidates. - 


The situation in Illinois is little bet- 


ter. There is a sentiment in that state 
for Senator Hanna for president,' but 
(he governorship is also a bor.e of con- 
tention. 


The most serious fight in the West 


is in Iowa. Republicans there are at 
daggers drawn. Governor Cummins 
has raised the banner of the "Iowa 
idea" of tariff reform, and proposes to 
fight it out on that line. The "stand- 
patters" have flown to arms and the 
broad intimation has been made that 
they are going to use the contest, as a 
blind to get unpledged delegates to the 
St. Louis convention. 


Kansas, too, has become an unex- 


pected battle ground. It has been de- 
cided that the governorship nomina- 
tion shall be fought out in the same 
convention that will elect delegates to 
Chicago. The contest is very bitter 
between J. W. Bailey, tne present gov- 
ernor, and E. II. Hoch. 


In Wisconsin, West Virginia, Dela- 


ware, Alabama, Kentucky, Tennessee 
and half a dozen other states feuds arc 
breaking out. Some of them are di- 
rected against the President, as nota- 
bly the case in Alabama, where tiie del- 
egates may not be instructed. Indeed, 
the instructions in Alabama ma.y be 
for Senator Kasna.
